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CSU system to hire more tenure track faculty 


The increase of about 
700 new faculty mem- 
bers would help ad- 
dress the bottleneck 
courses.

With bottleneck courses dragging 
down graduation rates, the California 
State University Chancellor Timothy 
P. White encouraged the CSU system 
to hire roughly 700 faculty members to 
help improve student achievement and 
graduation rates, said CSU spokesman 
Erik Fallis. 

“The chancellor gave an address 
back in January, and one of the ma- 


jor initiatives was to hire tenure track. 


faculty members,” Fallis said. “So the 
campus identifies where they need to 
bolster and what the turn over is.” 
Bottleneck courses — classes where 
students do not perform well and either 
fail or withdraw from class, ultimately 
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dragging down graduation rates — are 
a reason for an increase in faculty hires. 
At last year’s CSU Board of Trustees 
meeting on September 24, the issue of 
bottleneck courses was addressed.

As a result, in the 2013-14 budget 
proposal, $125 million was allocated 
specifically for the CSU system with 
$10 million directed toward online 
learning. At the BOT meeting, Brown 


said he thought technology would 
help in classrooms. 

Fallis said that hiring more tenure 
track faculty is another part of con- 
tinuing to help students in the CSU

After learning that birds may con- 
tract diseases from eating human 
food, the city of Long Beach now 
prohibits visitors from feeding the 
wildlife, particularly in El Dorado 
Park. 

In a city council meeting on June 
17, 5th district Councilwoman Gerrie 
Schipske discussed how birds play 
a role in the environment, and how 
people have a responsibility to main- 
tain their existence. 

The Winged Wonders Banner Proj- 
ect, a joint effort between Schipske 
and the 5th District Lakes, Ponds and 
Wetlands Taskforce to support bird- 
life, focused on wildlife in the El Do- 
rado Park Duck Pond. 

“I... traditionally thought it was 
okay to take bread and feed ducks,” 
Schipske said during the meeting. 
“What we found in the numerous 
years of research we did was that the 
food that we use as humans hurts the 
wildlife.” 

To prevent people from feeding 
birds human food, banners with in- 
formation were posted around the 
park, such as images of the 22 bird 
species living in the park, their calls 
and their diets. 

“The focus of this project was to 
try to figure out a way to educate the 
public about the importance of the

birds and the wildlife that live in the 
duck pond,” Schipske said. 

Cornell Lab of Ornithology, a non- 
profit organization that studies and 
conserves birds, also contributed to 
the cause by giving Long Beach the 
rights to use the information that is 
currently on the banners. The orga- 
nization provided sounds of different 
ducks that people could listen to on 
their cellphone by calling a number 
located on a banner if they want to 
familiarize bird songs. 

At the meeting, Schipske also 
showed a video clip showing wildlife, 
signs that were put up and her inter- 
viewing El Dorado Audubon Society 
member Mary Parsell. 

“One thing that we did early is 
take a census to keep track of what 
birds are here,” Parsell said. “And re- 
ally, we have birds that are here year- 
round, and we have migratory birds 
that come through.” 

Parsell then mentioned that birds 
should be left to eat the plants and 
animals they find in the grass or wa- 
ter. Parsell said she is opposes feed- 
ing bread to the birds. 

“T think they can’t digest it,” Par- 


sell said. “It makes them sick basi-_ 


cally.” 

While people such as Parsell con- 
tributed to this project, not everyone 
thinks that this project will end hu- 
man food distribution to birds. 

“I do think it would work for the 
most part, but not completely because 
some people are careless,” junior bi- 
ology major Gisell Acuna said.

With about 700 faculty members 
aimed for hire, each university will 
hire faculty based on programs. For ex- 
ample, Fallis said Cal State Fresno may 
focus on agriculture and hire faculty 
within that field. 

Cal State Dominguez Hills has 
roughly 25 new faculty members com- 
ing to campus this fall, and plans to 


bring in about 32 more in the next year, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 

Cal Poly San Luis Obispo hired 
roughly 70 faculty members and plans 
to hire an additional 30, according to 
the LA Times. 

Cal State Long Beach has about 60 
new professors within the accounting 
and nursing programs, Interim Provost 
David Dowell said to the LA Times. 

Currently, there are CSUs that have 
already hired faculty; however, Fal- 
lis said that because the CSU’s are in 


charge of hiring, there would not be a WoRLD Cup 


set number until it is officially mea- 
sured. 

Fallis said the 700-faculty number is 
based on a snapshot when they inquired 
about the CSU system. 

“We won’t know which campuses 
have done majority of the hiring until 
much later,” Fallis said. “We totaled 
them up informally — not every single 
position will be filled because we won’t 
find the candidate for the appropriate 
position.

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U.S. Must Rescind Support for Maliki Government 


ithin the past month, 

sectarian tensions 

have flared up in 

- Iraq. The scale of 

the attacks, perpetrated by ISIS, the 
terrorist Sunni group has stunned 
people around the world, bringing 
the Iraqi question into the forefront 
of our minds once again. What hap- 
pened to this country that seemed to 
have resolved its sectarian conflict 
in part after a bloody civil war? How 
could Iraq end up back at square one 
again? 

Simply put, Iraq was never destined 
to be the country that we knew it as. 
The haphazardly drawn borders put in 
place after the British seizure of the 
territory in the early 20th century did 
not allow for a hazard-free existence. 
With Shi’ites and Sunnis, Arabs and 
Kurds all mixed into the same country 


that they did not create, and for which 
they did not draw the borders, discon- 
tent is a guarantee. Combine that with 
poverty, corruption and the American 
war against Saddam Hussein, and you 
get a perfect mixture for the brutal 
civil war that is erupting there, yet 
again. 
It is difficult to assess blame in a 

situation such as this. With a variety 


of historical factors and recent events — 


that can implicate anyone from 
Bashar Al-Assad to the United States 
Armed Forces, one must be careful 
not to blame anyone in particular for 
this crisis without just cause. Howev- 
er, it seems clear that whether or not 
he is deserving of the blame, Iraqi 
Prime Minister Maliki is receiving 
much of it and it would be wise for 
him to step down. Accusations of 
cronyism, corruption and a sectarian

government that puts the interests 

of the Shia majority ahead of the 
Sunni minority have made Maliki 

an unpopular figure even with the 
United States government, which has 
been more than reluctant to continue 
its military operations in Iraq in any 
significant manner. 

To put it simply, Maliki must go. 
Currently, he is holding onto power, 
hoping that this current crisis will 
blow over and that ISIS will be 
defeated through sheer military force. 
In Syria, where ISIS truly began to 
flex its muscle, we know that military 
tactics did not defeat them. Every 
atrocity and attack by Assad’s forces 
on ISIS and the Free Syrian Army 
only helped to strengthen the fervor 
that drives ISIS recruitment. Maliki’s 
troops have abandoned him on the 
frontlines, so he has taken advantage 


of a Shia majority that has organized 
itself into militias in order to defend 
Iraq. It is apparent, though, that these 
forces are not under the control of 
Maliki, and that it is a very slippery 
slope from military action to full-out 
civil war and terrorism when leaders 
are not in control of their fighters. 
Again, we learned this from the civil 
war raging in Syria. 

Frankly, this is a turning point in 
the conflict. When Assad was faced 
with a similar problem in the early 
days of 2011, he did not take the op- 
portunity to step down and establish 
a unity government made up of all the 
different ethnic and religious groups. 
Three years later, over 100,000 people 
are dead in the Syrian conflict and _ 
many more have been made into 
refugees, straining the government 
of Lebanon. With chemical warfare, 


improvised explosive devices and 
brutal block-by-block fighting in the 
cities, nobody is hoping for a similar 
fate in Iraq. : 

If Maliki were to step down, 
though, the United States must do 
its part and make their position 
clear. The Obama administration has 
already demonstrated its ambiva- 
lence about the situation, refusing the 
Maliki government US airstrikes in 
the hopes of avoiding an inflammation 
of the conflict. But the introduction 
of hundreds of US troops to the front 
lines and the center of Baghdad are 
providing a modicum of support to 
the Maliki government. This is unten- 
able in the long-run, the United States 
must make it clear that if Iraq is to 
survive this crisis, Maliki must bea 
true statesman and step down for the 
good of his country. 


Starbucksw brews a new model for eduction 


ast Monday, Starbucks 

CEO Howard Schultz an- 

nounced that his company 

would pay for its work- 
ers, including those who only work 
20 hours per week, to earn their bach- 
elor’s degree online through Arizona 
State University’s online program. 
Starbucks, which, according to the 
New York Times is the first company 
to go where no other has gone, is re- 
inventing the traditional school model 
for the better. 

The opportunity given to Starbucks 
employees to earn their bachelor’s de- 
gree online, almost free of cost, is a 
step forward for educational oppor- 
tunity. a 

According to The New York Times, 
being a minimum wage employer, 
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Starbucks has always done “unusual” 
things, such as providing health in- 
surance and stock options even for 
those working part time. 

The program is open to any of its 
135,000 US employees and only re- 
quires them to work 20 hours per 


week to be eligible. Employees must- 


also have the grades and test scores to 
comply with admission requirements 
for Arizona State, stated The New 
York Times. ; 

According Deseret News, “Stu- 
dents beginning as freshman in the 
program will see a greatly reduced 
tuition cost for their four year degree, 
whereas juniors and seniors will like- 
ly receive their last one to two years 
completely free.” 

Deseret News reported that Schultz

stated that there is “no doubt that the 
inequality” in the country has left 
many Americans behind. He ques- 
tioned whether we should remain dor- 
mant to the situation or take action. 

Shultz claimed that this program was 
not being used as a PR move, and said 
he couldn’t care less about marketing. 
According to Forbes, Schultz stated, 
“This is about the future of our com- 
pany doing what’s right for our people, 
and also, sending a message to the 
country that we can’t build a great com- 
pany, and we can’t build a great, endur- 
ing country if we’re constantly leaving 
people behind.” 

Starbucks has started an innova- 
tive way for students to pursue their 
college education. Although online 
courses have always been offered here 
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at Cal State Long Beach, it would be 
interesting to see how students on our 
own campus would benefit from such 
a program. This would greatly benefit 
students in the whole CSU system, and 
could possibly help remedy the issue of 
bottleneck courses. 

According to Forbes, ASU’s online 
program is “one of the largest in the 
country.” The program has over 11, 
000 students enrolled, which includes 
6,700 undergraduates. 

“The program is a profitable one for 
the university because of the lack of 
infrastructure requirements and the 
ease with which professors can teach 
more students,” Forbes reported. 

Schultz knows that, by providing 
this program, employees will natural- 
ly leave their Starbucks position with 
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a degree in hand. He acknowledged 
that, by doing this, he believes that 
their experience would be “accreted” 
to Starbucks, according to The New 
York Times. Schultz believes that this 
program will attract and retain better 
people for the job. 

Enrollment for the online course 
will begin on August 15, with classes 
starting on October 15. 

Starbucks higher-ups have taken 
a bold leap forward by offering to 
help fund employees’ educations. The 
company is not just speaking about it 
making change — it is taking immedi- 
ate action. It is difficult to tell where ~ 
this program might take the coffee 
franchise, but in terms of having 
minds and money in the right place, 
there’s no doubt about Starbucks.
